Morgan of Northfield Farms was 
found Tuesday afternoon in the 
milk house on the farm, a short 
distance to the rear of the home. 
She had been ill for a long time 
and it is presumed that she suf- 
fered a heart attack and fell back- 
ward into the small creamery tank 
while getting milk. Medical ex- 
aminer Stetson after an investiga- 
tion said death was due to acci- 
dental drowning.

Naval Aviation Cadet Robert 
Leigh de Veer attended’ Mount 
Hermon school, where he was a 


member of the swimming and 
track teams and also active in 
dramatics. He entered Middlebury 
college with the class of ’41 dnd 
graduated that year. During hie 
student days his extra-curricular 
activities consisted of intramural 
sports, track and dramatics. He 
was also a member of S._P. E. 
fraternity. : 

Any unmarried young man be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 27, who 
has been an American citizen for 
at least ten years and has ac- 
quired one-half the credits for a 
degree from an accredited col- 
ege, is eligible for consideration 
for Navy flight training. Eligible 
for enlistment also are mature 
applicants who have one-quarter 
of such credits and subsequently 
have occupied a position of re- 
sponsibility in civil life for at 
least three years. An Aviation 
Cadet receves $105 a month, plus 
uniforms, quarters and a $10,000 
life insurance policy. As an En- 
sign or 2nd Lieutenant, he gets 
$245 a month, a uniform allow- 
ance of $150 and $500 for each 
complete year of active duty not 
undergoing training; three years 
later, as a lieutenant (jg), or lat 
Lieutenant, he will receive $346 
a month. Applications should be 
addressed to the Naval Avation 
Cadet Selection Board, 150 Cause- 
way street, Boston.
